As this Bulletin goes to press, it looks as if librarians, library trustees, and 


powerful friends of libraries have won the struggle to prevent passage in this As- 
sembly of legislation planned to reduce libraries’ share of intangibles tax funds. 
abolish library priority in allocations, and forbid any use of such funds for any 
library building purpose. 

The culmination of the Ohio Municipal League’s long-prepared but misguided 
legislative raid on library funds, is a Senate Resolution (39) to have the Legislative 
Service Commission study the intangibles tax situation and report in 1957. OLA can 
have no objection to such a study, and if it is undertaken, we will try to help the 
Commission arrive at the real facts and sound recommendations. 

The successful campaign was made possible because Ohio’s libraries generally 
have won the respect and support of the public by good service. Without that, 
naught availeth. But there were other essential factors: a well-organized state 
association, with a reasonably strong treasury, and fairly large membership (1442) ; 
good relations with newspapers (almost every editorial on the subject was favorable 
to libraries. even one in Moline, Illinois paper!) : good represenation in Columbus, 
and early recognition of the approaching danger; and individuals, too numerous to 
be singled out, who worked resourcefully at this emergency job. While this was 
primarily a threat to public libraries, OLA’s college and university, school and 
special library members rallied loyally and effectively. 

The trustees’ association, and numerous individual trustees and boards, were 
diligent and effective. But too few trustees took part. Essentially, library financial 
support is trustee business. Trustees govern libraries and represent libraries before 
the public and appropriating bodies. But too often, trustees must be alerted, guided 
and even prodded by librarians. And too few trustees join their state association, 
keep posted on the tax situation, and take the initiative in acting. 

Imagine how much more confidently we could have waged this struggle if 
all the more than 2100 public library trustees in Ohio. not to mention ex- 
perienced former trustees running into more thousands, had been organized 
and alert to this danger to the libraries with whose welfare they are entrusted! 

In state and nation, library progress has not developed as it should, and we 
helieve the root cause is the failure to organize library trustees. We'd like to see 
some state do a thorough job of this. Could it be Ohio? 

The immediate threat to public libraries has been averted, but let no one think 
we're out of the woods. We must continue educating the public about library services, 


needs, and tax situation, and we must prepare our long-run strategic defenses.
